MIXED FARMING 


Is the Need of the West Says Premier 
Sifton 


Premier Sifton of Alberta who has 
been in the east lately, is reported as 
having told a Toronto newspaper man 
that mixed farming is the great need 
of the Canadian West. In part hesaid: 

“The Western Provinces will be even 
more prosperous when the farmers go 
in for mixed farming. Our demon- 
stration trains are fast bringing this 
view home to the minds of the far- 
mers with conviction. 

“There is an economic reason for 
impressing this truth on the minds 
of the farmers. It is this. All grain 
farming is speculative. If weather 
conditions, and all else, remained 
calculable from year to year, grain 
farming would have no evils.. But one 
year the crops are all A No. 1; then 
comes a poomyear; next, an average 
good year; again a big year; then a 
failure. Under such conditions a man 
may be rich one year and a pauper 
another. But if the farmers went in 
for mixed farming, other crops be- 
sides grain and cattle and _ horses, 
there would be a balance of fortunes, 
and Western farmers would always 
le in a well-to-do position, with 
nothing ‘to worry about.” 

Premier Sifton admitted that some 
of the discontent in the West was 
caused by bad farming. “But,” he 
said, “on the whole the farmers are 
satisfied with the land and with the 
climate. Those who grouch most are 
the speculative farmers ‘who want to 
get rich quick and fail to do so.”

WEST LAND REGULATIONS 


THE sole head of a family, or any, 

male over 18 years eld, may home- 
| stead a quarter-section of available Dom- 
inion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. The applicant must appear 
| in person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
| or-Sub-ageney for the district. Entry 
by proxy may be made at the office of 
any Local Agent of ‘Dominion Lands (not 
sub agent), on certain conditions. 


| Duties—Six months’ residences upon 
!and cultivation of the land in each of 
| three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farin of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions, A habitable house is required 
| in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
| good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
Price 
| $3.00 per acre. Duties.—Six months re- 
sidence in cach of six years date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required tog earn homestead patent) 
and fifty acres extra cultivation. The 
of cultivation is subject to reduction in 
lease of rough, scrubby or stony land 
after report by Homestead Inspector on 
application for patent. 


A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
;emption may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts. Price $3.00 
per acre, Duties.—Must reside six 
months in each of three years, cultivate 
fifty acres and erect a house worth 
$300.00,

Mr. Robert Bridges, who has 
described as Britain’s only classical . 
oot, is sixty-eight. He was born in 
ent, and from Eton he went to Corpus 
Ohristi College, at Oxford, the univer- 
sity which just a year ago honored him 


| with the degree of Doctor of Letters. 


After leaving Oxford he settled dows 
to study medicine in London, at St, 
Bartholomew’s, where he eventually 
became casualty physician. Assistant 
at the Children’s Hospital, Great Or 
mond Street, was his next post, follow 
ed by a period as physician at the 
Great Northern Hospital. In 1882 he 
retired from medical practice, and @ 
couple of years later married the eldest 
daughter of the late Mr. Alfred Watere 
house, the well-known artist. He lives 
at Oxford. 

Mr. Bridges is undoubtedly one of 
the surest of immortality among out 
contemporaries. His work maintains 
throughout an extremely high standardy 
little, if any, of it has suffered from 
hurry; he has never allowed the quest 
for popularity or gain to tell eee 
its perfection and beauty, but car 
and studied finish has ever been his 
motto. 

His output includes eight poetie 

ramas, a couple of masques, numerous

prosody. He maintains that English 
prosody depends on the number of 
stressed syllables in a line, not on the 
number of syllables, and that poetry 
should follow the rules of natural 
speech.

ticularly successful in the. writing of 
odes.

Evidently the idea must 
have been in the air. or men would 
not have taken to the rhymed expres- 
sion of it so kindly.

In view of the complaints re- 
ferred to, we suggest to the school 
authorities that the matter may be 
worth a little inquiry, and that if a 
real evil exists, means should be tak- 
en to remedy it. 

It is much more important that a 
clerk ia an offic: or a counting room 
should be able to write a business 
letter or add up a column of figures 
eorrectly than to be able tc tell how 
often Henry VIL. was married or how 
far it is to the moon. It is much 
more important to be able to copy a 
document with some intellizent com- 
prehension of what the language 
means than to be able to analyze a 
sentence according to the latest tom- 
fool notions as tu the construction of 
sentences. We had occasion to look 
over a modern grammar the other day 
and undertake to say tha: Shake- 
speare, Milton, Addisonor Macaulay 
could not have scored 3 out of a possi- 
ble 100 if they were set to answer an 
examination paper on i Possibly a 
little more of pract.cal instruction in 
English and a little less theor;) might 
not be amiss.

4 When the Biggest City Had a Famine ; 


So much milk is sent up to London | 
ai. the price is so high that poor péo- | 
ple in country d siricts have simply 
to gu Without it, was the startling 
statement made by Lady Meyer at the 
conference of the National Food Re- | 
form Association the other day. ' 

But it is sot so surprisir. after all 
when we remember What a mighty 
volume of milk the people of the me- 
tropolis consume every year -about 
112,000,000 gallons for which they pay 
annually about five million pounds, 
There is no city of magnitude in the 
world that can compete against Lon- 
don with its milk supply. 

About fifty years ago the milk that 
was consumed in London mostly camé 
from distri.ts within the metropolitan 
area. But foot and mouth disease 
broke out among the cows, and it was 
then that London experienced a real 
milk famine, Jt was at this time that 
a far-seeing man—Sir George Barham 
—thought of getting milk from the 
healthy cows in Wilts and Hants 

London’s greatest supply of milk 
comes from Wilts, but large quanti- 
ties come also from Derbyshire, Staf- 
fordshire, Berkshire, Buckingham- 
shire, Hampshire and Surrey. Milk 
has come to London even from Wales, 
Ireland and Penzance, and in a few 
instances from Seotland. The follow- 
ing figures represent approximately 
the number of churns which are 
brought by different railways.to Lon- 
don every year (each churn contains 


about 14 gallons ‘of milk): Great 
Western Railway, 1,200,000 churns; 
Great Northern Railway, 400,000 
ehurns; Midland Railway, 341,000 


churns; London and Brighton Railway 
255,000 churns. 

All these railways took to the en- 
terprise from the beginning and what 
then proved an ill-paying item is now 
one of the most flourishing, and keen 
competition exists in counties which 
are traversed by more than one’ rail- 
way company. Special trains led to 
the building of special milk vans and 
the movement towards sanitary insu- 
lation led to improvements which 
were not dreamt of at an earlier day. 

Every line has its refrigerating vans 
with special accessories for excluding 
dust and all kinds of germs. The lat- 
est pattern of milk van belongs to the 
London and Southwestern Railway. 
They are fitted like modern Pullmans, 
with Westinghouse and vacuum brakes 
and oil gas lamps, and the inner ven- 
tilation is ever better than that of the 
best passenger coach. 

The farmer, or his assistant, rises 
early in the morning, not solely out of 
consideration for the crowing of the 
cock or rising sun; it is the exigency 
of railway traffic which sets the alarm. 
The patient kine await in the sheds 
the milkmaid, or mai, or boy, or au- 
tomatic milking machine. 

Patent strainers and coolers pre- 
Pare the milk for transport. The 
coolér has taken the place of an old 
practice of surreptitiously dusting 
boracic acid into the churns. 

In the sumivei, for an imperial gal- 
lon, the farmer receives 7d. and 84d., 
and in winter 9d. and 10d. delivered 
at the London terminus, and the tran- 
sportation costs him one penny per 
gallon.

In committee of 
the whole each member has the 
opportunity of talking as often as he 
wishes and the opposition is taking 
full advantage of their privileges. 

The arguments were turned largely 
on the question of governmentowner- 
ship of railways and opposition 
speakers led by Tweedie and Ewing 
have submitted voluminous reasons 
in favour of such.

Writing from Moose Jaw to his 
paper, Mr, Norman Lambert, Western 
representative of the’ Toronto Globe,

public and private interests for the 
accommodation of the increased vol- 
ume of mixed farming products which 
will be marketed in this Province in 
future.
